Schneider 
takes sheriff, 
commissioners 
keep seats

CHARLEVOIX — Campaigning long and hard 
paid off for sheriff-elect Don Schneider, prosecu- 
tor John Jarema“had no competition but 3,537 


people voted for him anyway, 21 years of service’ 


gave county clerk-elect Cheryl Potter Browe only 
53 percent of the vote to challenger James Eis- 
ley’s 47 percent, and 6th District County Com- 
missioner Shirley Roloff beat three challengers. 
These were some of the highlights of the Aug. 5 
primary election. 

Schneider took 3,393 of the 4,628 votes cast, 73 
percent, while opponent Don Sproul’s votes num- 
bered 1,231, 27 percent. Voters sent deputy 
county clerk Browe upstairs to county clerk with 
2,172 votes against Eisley’s 1,940 votes. 


The 4th District County Commissioner, Joel 


Evans, will serve another term for the people of 
the city of East Jordan and South Arm Township, 
but he just squeaked by challenger and former 
county commissioner Victor Patrick. Evans gar- 
nered 253 votes while Patrick took 238 out of the 
total votes cast of 492. 

The 5th District County Commissioner, Bob 
Drebenstedt, took 410 votes, 54 percent of the 763 
votes cast in Eveline, Wilson and Marion town- 
ships. His challengers, Dennis Jason and Jerry 
Meggison took 184 and 167 votes respectively. 

The 6th District County Commissioner, Shirley 
Roloff, continues to represent the people of the 
city of Charlevoix, the south part of Charlevoix 
Township, Norwood Township and Peaine and St. 
James townships. Of the 1,144 votes cast, Roloff 
took 456, challengers Richard Gillespie had 364 
votes, Tim Boyko took 270 votes and Thomas 
Meggison had 53 votes. 

County commissioners Shirlene Tripp, 1st Dis- 
trict, Chris Christensen, 2nd District, and Ron 
Reinhardt, 3rd District, ran unopposed. Tripp rep- 
resents the people of Bay, Hayes and the north 
part of Charlevoix townships. Christensen repre- 
sents the city of Boyne City and Evangeline 
Township. Reinhardt represents the village of 
Boyne Falls, Boyne Valley Township and Mel- 
rose, Chandler and Hudson townships.

Injection 


well permit 


appeal 
heads to 
court

STAR TOWNSHIP — On the heels 
of an Aug. 1 decision that denied an 
appeal of an injection well permit, op- 
ponents of the permit have filed a law- 
suit in circuit court. 

“We're quite disappointed, ” said 
Richard Steel, supervisor of Star 
Township in Antrim County. “We had 
a township board meeting last night 
(Aug. 6) and the board decided to con- 
tinue to the next legal step.” 

Attorney Susan Hlywa Topp of 
Gaylord filed the lawsuit in the 30th 
Judicial Circuit Court for Ingham 
County in Lansing on Friday, Aug. 7. 
She represents the appellants Star 
Township, Antrim County, Friends of 
the Jordan River Watershed and sever- 
al individuals, Rhonda Lee O’Con- 
nell, Cheryl Darrah and Robert Mas- 
sey Jr. 

The lawsuit names the Michigan 
Department.of Environmental Quality 
and the supervisor of Mineral Wells, 
who is within the MDEQ, as appellees 
in the case. 

The permit issued on Feb. 7 by the 
MDEQ allows CMS Energy and its 
subsidiary the Beeland Group to drill 
for a waste disposal well on land near 
Alba in Star Township. CMS intends 
to transport leachate, a contaminant, 
from Bay Harbor resort near Petoskey 
to the planned underground well in 
Star Township. CMS Energy’s land 
division is responsible for the cement 
kiln dust clean up because it has a fi- 
nancial interest in the resort land. Lea- 


chate is a toxin that is formed when — 


water mixes with cement kiln dust. 

. Bay Harbor resort was built on the 
site of a former cement plant that op- 
erated from 1870-1980. When the 
plant was closed and dismantled, 2.5 
million cubic yards of cement kiln 
dust remained on the land, according 
to a CMS website.

EAST JORDAN — The 
city’s Main Street Center re- 
ceived national recognition 
when the National Park Serv- 


,ice, U.S. Department of the 


Interior, listed the building in 


the National Register of His- 
toric Places. 
The downtown Main 


Street Center is comprised of 
two historic buildings, the 
Porter Lumber Company 


_building and the Votruba 


Hardware Store building. 
Both were built at the turn of 
the 20th century. The build- 
ings were renovated and 
combined into the center that 
opened in November 2003. 

The renovation is a 
thoughtful blending of the 
old with the new. Original 
window frames, doors and 
stairwell features have been 
preserved. The renovation 
was a partnership project be- 
tween Floyd and Todd 
Wright Builders and Charle- 
voix State. Bank. ; 

“The building was totally 
dilapidated. We preserved 
the outside, but the inside 
was totally rebuilt,” said 
Todd Wright. He sent the ap- 


‘ plication for a listing with the 


National Register of Historic 
Places to the government. 
“At first we had a tentative 
acceptance on the Register,” 
he said. “It’s good to see it’s 
finally on the Register.” 


The city was notified of the- 


designation by a letter dated 
July 14, sent to then-mayor 
Mark Postma.

against drugs 


” Raising children has become more difficult than ever before and 
parents constantly face new and disturbing challenges with each 
passing year. One issue that has stayed the same is the battle against 
drugs. However, even that has changed with the types of drugs that 
kids can get. Prescription painkillers have now come into the mix 
with one in five teenagers, about 4.5 million, having taken prescrip- 
tion drugs to get high.. 

_ Anew tool has.just been released to give parents control. A diag- 
nostic test kit developed by Biotech Company Confirm BioSciences 
is now available at CVS.com and soon at local Walgreens. The prod- 
uct is a home-based hair follicle drug test kit called HairConfirm Pre- 
scription and it detects drug and prescription use as well as usage 
frequency for up to 90 days. 

_ The test is superior to saliva or urine screenings that limit the de- 


tection to a two or three day period. It also prevents users from avoid- |. 


ing detection by not doing drugs for a short period of time. It is the - 
first home hair test to report the amount of each chemical detected as’ 
well as indicating the results to low, medium or high usage. 


' HairConfirm Prescription tests for 12 different types of illegal and 


prescription drugs measuring the molecules embedded inside the hair 
shaft, eliminating external contamination as a source of a positive re- 
sult simply by analyzing a lock of hair. The results cannot be altered 
with shampoos, bleaches or other chemicals. 

The detection period is months instead of hours and is easier to col- 
lect, store and transport and can actually differentiate between a rec- 
reational or addictive user. According to the National Institute on 
Drug Abuse, an estimated 20 percent of people in the United States 
have used prescription drugs for non-medical reasons and they also 
noted that abusing these drugs can lead to serious addiction. The 
abuse has become alarmingly prevalent among teens and young 
adults. 

In these tough times of drug abuse, parents are the first defense 
against their children using drugs and this test kit gives them control. 
While education and talking with your children is always the best 
method, if things get out of control a test kit such as this can answer 
many questions right away. It is a bit unusual to have this type of test- 
ing available and for some it invades the trust between parent and 
child. 

Perhaps it is too severe but on the other hand it provides a tool that 
has never been available before. The times are certainly changing and 
hopefully if children just know this testing is available it will at least 
curtail usage.

Their fortitude is overwhelming - audacious 
enough to make me shiver and laugh out loud. There is nothing quite 
like this place.

And it is rich in folklore. One of the country’s preeminent author- 
ities on Bigfoot, Lisa Shiel, lives in the region. And when her aunt 
points to a stretch of trees along the road, calling them “Bigfoot 
woods,” it’s difficult to argue. Because once you take a look, it’s at 
least plausible. These are tall dense trees, but with enough space be- 
tween them to frolic and shamble to and fro, taunting the shutterbugs. 


- Yeah, if I were a Bigfoot, I’d live there. 


While forest-dwelling creatures may have ties to the area as an- 
cient as the water and rock, others find their own road here. Some are 
natives, born and raised. Some went to school at Michigan Tech and 
could not leave. Some followed people that they love. (“My wife 
moved here,” a man tells me. “I just took my hat and went with her.’’) 
And some believe they got plain lucky and stumbled into heaven 
ahead of time. 

No matter the mode of arrival, it’s worth every leg of the journey. 
After too long an absence, I’ve returned and it’s... It’s the same. 

It feels like a miracle. And the only one of its kind that I’ ve ever ex- 
perienced. Everything changes. A lot. But I haven’t been here for 
over 30 years, and it seems: untouched: Am I looking at it through 
rust-colored glasses? 

Nostalgic illusion aside, I am certain that this is the house where 
Boon and Barney lived. I remember the leaded glass bay window and 
the long, steep hill that leads downtown. There is the corner bar 
where I had a job that lasted for three hours. And that’s the very samme 
lamppost that my friend Suzanne kissed hard one day, knocking out a 
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tooth, when she was on her bike and in a big hurry. 

It’s as if ?ve misplaced the past three decades, and that’s not a bad 
feeling. 

I know it’s not exactly the same in that Twilight Zone-kind of way. 
Nobody’s riding around in psychedelic Volkswagens, flashing the _ 
peace sign to tie-dyed pedestrians. Scores of other lives have inter- 
sected here while I was busy growing older. I know without knocking 
on their door that Boon and Barney don’t live here anymore. 

So it isn’t really as though time has been suspended. It could just be 
that the cold has kept this place from spoiling. It’s still as crisp and 
formidable as it was on that first day that I saw it; a Pane raina crash- 
ing like a landslide toward Lake Superior. 

I wasn’t expecting this. I have grown accustomed to the fact that, 
when I revisit places years later, they seem to have morphed com- . 
pletely into something else. They are invariably busier ~ narrower 
and less charismatic than I remember. There is usually nothing much 
left beneath their recent veneer to remind me of what it was that drew 
me there in the first place. I blame this on the inevitable, my memory 
and the irresistible temptation to glorify my youth. 

But the Keweenaw Peninsula is different. It’s still exhilarating and 
wide and fiercely authentic. The manmade still bends in deference to 
the organic. Even the wind tastes like clean metal. And when it ruf- 
fles through my hair it sets off sparks.

We want the clients 
to visit with us, to come 


and stay a while. That 
goal has been ham- 
pered by the limitations 
of the cottage. Most 
days there is simply no 
place to sit and visit, 
and-have a cup of cof- 
fee. The center must 


have areas where relax- 
ed visits can take place, 
that is where trust de- 
velops and friendships 
blossom. It is in this 
setting when positive 
influence can produce 
positive change. We re- 


spect the dignity of in- 
dividuals, and encour- 
age them to make pos- 
itive changes in their 
lives and to improve 
their well being and 
that of their babies.

Or, perhaps, “Just testing 
you, kid.” 


Was that Hogan’s ghost that kept whipping up - 


the wind? 

Posting back-to-back rounds of 6-under par 66 
Sunday to win the 90th PGA Championship, Har- 
rington, the resolute native of Ireland and distant 
cousin of former Lions’ quarterback Joey Harring- 
ton, made it seem like it. 

Hogan’s final round 67 in the 1951 U.S. Open at 
Oakland Hills was the stuff of legend, but Harring- 
ton took it a step farther and a stroke lower. 

By making clutch putts on the 71st and 72nd 
holes, while his nearest rival and final-round play- 
ing partner, Sergio Garcia, missed, Harrington 
made this tournament ultimately about breathtak- 
ing golf, not the absence of Tiger Woods. 


When Tiger recovers fully from knee surgery, -

he is going to have to re-claim his spot as the 
world’s top golfer. Harrington has made it that 
way by winning both majors Tiger has missed (he 


also captured the British Open last month). And- 


Harrington has won three of the last six. major 
championships overall. ° 

“That’s Tiger-like right there,” said Ben Curtis, 
who tied Garcia for second place, two strokes be- 
hind Harrington. 

On the final nine holes, Harrington shot a 3- 
under par 32. 

“I knew what I had to do,” Harrington said. 

“When you get chances on the back nine of a 
major championship, you have to take advantage 
of them.” - ; 

The best part of the tournament is that it drew 
out the best golfer in the field. 

There. had been complaints Oakland Hills was 
more than an extraordinary challenge of golf, but 
unfair. The criticism proved unwarranted. Har- 
rington was 3-under par 277 for 72 holes. 

To win this tournament, Harrington had to: 

— Survive incredibly dry and windy conditions 
during the second round on Friday. 

—— Endure a long rain delay and the subsequent 
postponement of the third round on Saturday. 

— Overcome beginning play shortly after dawn 
and concluding at twilight on Sunday. ‘ 

Harrington.pulled off difficult shots as well, 
sinking testy putts. He went head-to-head with one 
of the world’s most-gifted players, Garcia. And 
won. . 

The two had been through this before. Harring- 


ton beat Garcia in a playoff to win the 2007 British 
Open. 

No one can say Harrington was anything but a 
deserving champion, or that Oakland Hills 
emerged from this tournament with anything other 
than its already lofty reputation heightened. 

Harrington also made history. It is the first time 
a European golfer has won back-to-back majors, 
and the first time since 1930 a European has 
claimed the PGA Championship. 

“T really do like the fact no other European play- 
er has won two majors consecutively,” Harrington 
said. “Obviously, I hold a lot of European players, 
who I grew up watching, in high esteem. To be- 
lieve I have accomplished what they couldn’t is 
very special.” 

Garcia deserved better. He is the world’s best 
player without a major title. 

“Unfortunately, it hasn’t happened,” Garcia 
said. “That doesn’t mean I’m not on the right 
track. I’m looking forward to the challenge, and 
I'm going to keep giving it my best. It’s just a 
matter of time.” 

Curtis proved his 2003 British Open title was no 
fluke with his gritty performance at Oakland Hills. 

“T played well coming down the stretch,” Curtis 
said. “I just didn’t get it done. The way oe 
played was pretty unbelievable.” 

Unforgettable, too.

Robertson on fire, finally

DETROIT — Would the real Nate Rob- 
ertson please stand up? 

From a pitcher whose presence in the 
Tigers’ starting rotation was under some 
scrutiny as recently as five games ago to a 
well-deserved standing ovation as he 
walked off the field at Comerica Park on 
Sunday. Go figure. 

Robertson, last in the American Eeaonk 
in earned runs allowed, third worst in hits 
surrendered, saddled with the loftiest ERA 
(6.11) of any regular starting pitcher in the 
léague going into the game, shut the Oak- 
land A’s out on three singles through the 
first seven innings on Sunday as the Tigers 
prevailed, 6-1, on an otherwise drab, un- 
seasonably cool, drizzle-dampened after- 
noon. 

That was the Nate Robertson the Tigers 


thought they were getting when they be-' 


stowed that three-year, $21.25 million’con- 
tact upon him last winter — not the Nate 
Robertson who had failed to last more than 
three innings in two of his last four starts. 

:. “[ think Nate pitched’ about as well as he 
can pitch,” Jim Leyland said Sunday. “And 
that’s good enough for anybody. 

“He was a little more crisp with his fast- 
ball. It had a little more late life to it. And I 
thought his slider was better.” 

The win, incredibly, was Robertson’s 
first since he beat the San Diego Padres on 
June 21, nine starts ago — and his first over 
an A.L. foe since June 10. 

The 7 2/3 scoreless innings by Robertson 
(now 7-8) represented his best effort since 
he shut the Dodgers out for eight innings on 
June 15. In his last six starts, he had tossed a 
combined total of seven scoreless innings at 
the beginning of those six games. 

“We’ve worked on a few things, (pitch- 
ing coach) Chuck Hernandez and I, trying 
to get my arm a little more free,” explained 
Robertson, now 4-0 in his career against the 
A’s at Comerica Park.

“Tve been aggressive all year long. My 
walks are way down. It hasn’t been a situa- 
tion when I’ve felt like 1 was all over the 
place with my pitches.

After Robertson’s last start, a game the 
Tigers lost 10-8.in heartbreaking fashion in 
14 innings in Chicago, one reporter pro- 
voked Leyland’s anger by wondering aloud 
if the left-hander would be allowed to make 
his next one.

On Sunday afternoon, Robertson deliv- 
ered his answer. 

. Robertson didn’t surrender a run until 
former Tiger Jack Hannahan doubled in the 
eighth inning and scored on Mark Ellis’ 
two-out single. 

“J had a mindset to get the shutout and 
finish the game,” RoWertson said. “But I'll 
take what I got.” 

Fernando Rodney, who appears to be 


growing into the closer’s role, replaced - 


Robertson and secured the final four outs to 
pick up his third save. The Tigers have been 


trying to convince him to keep his-velocity | 


in check and not overthrow the ball. - 

“We’ve: been kind of grasping at straws 
down there (in the bullpen,” Leyland ad- 
mitted. “We need to get some innings out of 
our starters. That’s the key. If we do that, we 
can get by.” 

Curtis Granderson, who is batting .352 in 
his last 45 games, homered for the 15th time 
this year — the Tigers’ eighth HR in their 
last four games — to end the scoreless stale- 
mate in the fifth. 

The Tigers piled on three more in the 


~ sixth. They loaded the bases on a single by 


Edgar Renteria and walks to Brandon Inge 
and Granderson, setting up Placido Polan- 
co’s RBI single and a two-out, two-run base 
hit by Magglio Ordonez, who is hitting .354 
with 20 RBI in 22 games since the All-Star 
break. 

The Tigers are 17-3 this season in games

' y now, you’ve likely heard about the Little Traverse Bay Environmental Project. The 
L...@ site now known as Bay Harbor and its neighboring public parks was once home to a 
limestone quarry and cement plant that operated for almost 80 years. 


Beginning in 1993, the Bay Harbor Company,of which CMS Land Company was a principal 
owner, started work to redevelop the brownfield site and help protect the bay from the 
effects of the cement dust left behind. 


Today, final efforts in the clean-up project continue. Earlier this year, the U.S. Environmental 
Protection Agency and Michigan Department of Environmental Quality approved permits 
for CMS Land to install a deep injection well in Antrim County to dispose of the treated 
water from the project. Trucking the water to the well is not an ideal long-term solution and 
CMS Land intends to use the well for only as long as needed. CMS Land continues to work 
with the EPA and the MDEQ to identify a local disposal option for the water. 


- We know the well and the project overall have raised questions. Below are answers to the 
questions we hear most often. 


A: Yes. After conducting an exhaustive review that lasted more than a year, both the EPA 
and DEQ concluded the proposed well can operate safely and that the well won’t harm 
drinking water sources in the area or the Jordan River. In addition: a: 


* The well will have numerous surface and below-ground safety features, and extensive 
monitoring and reporting requirements. 


¢ The well will go down more than 2,100 feet below the surface. The area aquifer that 
supplies drinking and irrigation water ends at about 300 feet. 


* The geologic zone that will receive the treated water is proven for such uses, and there 
are two impermeable layers of rock between that zone and the local aquifer. 


° Additionally, the test drilling of the well must demonstrate that it can operate safely 
before the well can be put into operation. 


Deep injection wells have been widely used in the United States for more than 50 years 
and have an excellent safety record. You can find out more about these wells by visiting

QO: Why was Antrim County selected as-the sité of this disposal well? . 


A: Antrim County was selected because of its proven geology. Scientific research and sell 
records were used to identify a location where the geology has been proven to be 
suitable for such a well. More than 100 oil and gas wells and three other disposal wells 
already are operating within two miles of the CMS Land well site. That demonstrates 
the area’s geology is suitable for such use. In fact, Antrim County is already home to 

nearly 50 active brine disposal wells and there also have been more than a dozen new 

injection well permits issued in Antrim County since early 2006. In contrast, there are 
no such wells in Emmet County.
